Home Demand for Domestic 
Edibles Nearly Up to 
Production. 


FEATURE IS STRIKING 


Washington, June 2.—With the home 
demand for domestic food stuffs almost 
eq^laIling the production, the United 
States is not only reducing its exports, 
but increasing its imports 
of 
certain 
food stuffs. This is one of the striking 
features of a review today by the de- 
partment of commerce of the foreign 
trade during the first six months under 
the new tariff. 


Fibres show that imi)orts of food 
stuffs in. their natural condition, includ- 
ing food animals, increased from $117,- 
194,237 in the half year ended with 
March, 1913, to $143,421,536 during tiie 
corresponding period this year, and that 
imports of food stuffs, partly or wholly 
prepared for use, in the same period, in- 
creased $97,744,421 to $100,9(57,378. The 
increase in importations of all food pro- 
ducts in the period named approximated 
over $30,000,000 or an average of $5,- 
000,000 a month. 


Figures of 
exports are even 
more 
striking. 
Of cmde food stuffs exports 
fell off more than fifty per cent., while 
prepared food stuffs also "declined. 
Ex- 
ports of crude food stuff fell from $115,- 
870,453 in the six months period, 1913, 
to $66,483,787 in the corresponding per- 
iod this year and manufactured products 
from $180,007,422 to $162,022,628.

Chats With Friends. 


Bliiffton, Ind., June 2—As he sat iu 
his office enjoying a chat with friends 
- ^ v h o had called, Qiarles CI Sixby, a proni- 
^ f t s e n t pioneer business i^an of this city, 
^ ^ a s stricken with apoplexy and became 
unconscious before his wife^ who was 
in another part of the buildin^r and for 
•whom the dying man feebly called, could 
reach his side. Dr. J. G. Fulton and Dr. 
G. E. Fixlton were hiu-riedly summoned; 
but ]Mr. Sixby was past all aid and every 
effort to revive him failed and he, passed 
away without again speaking. 
"Gill my 
•wife" were his last words, 
Mr. Sixby 
had been visited in his office in the old 
Curry block by David E. Laugherty and 
Miss Gertrude Bro%TO, Avho had motored 
over from Huntington and it was w^hilc 
chatting with them that the seizaare carne 
upon' him. 
The deceased was born in 
Salisbury, Herkimer county, N. Y., De- 
cember 22, 1851, and spent his early life 
on a farm. After receiving an education 
in the public schools and in Elgin acad- 
emy, Elgin, 111., he went to Fort Wayne, 
V^here he entered the 
employ 
of 
the 
Peters Box & Laimber company and later 
worked in the factory of the late Charles 
Pape. 
For several years following this 
he was Engaged in various pursuits in 
Fort Wayne, establishing an extensive 
wood yard in that city, which he dis- 
posed of in 1881. He then went to Shel- 
don, where he engaged in the 
lumber 
business, ran a threshing outfit and later 
embarked 
in mercantile 
business. 
Tn 
1883 he sold his interests in Sheldon and 
came to BlufTton to engage in merchan- 
dising. He was the pioneer in the canvas 
glove and mitten business and established 
a manufacton,' here from whirli an ex- 
tensive industry throughout the country 
has grown. 
The business here grew no 
rapidly that a branch factory was estab- 
lished in Fort Wayne. 
He later sold 
his interests to the Boss 'Manufacturing 
company of Kewanee, 111., for a big fig- 
ure and retired from the manufacturing 
business for a time, but two years ago 
re-engaged in the business liere. l\rr. 
Sixby was twice manned. 
His first wife 
was Miss Edmee Miller, to whom he was 
married in Fort Wayne in 1877. To this 
union five children Avere born. 
She died 
in 1890 and in 1892 he was man-ied to 
^ l i s s Anna Spake. 
Mrs. Jerome Bleek- 
jfllan, of Fort Wayne, is a sister and Mrs- 
N. Guldlin, also of that city, is a niece 
" of the deceased.

0., 
and Earl Rymer, of Philadelphia. 
They 
had been working at ono of the block 
signal stations and i\rr. Lydy had passed 
them and spoke <o them only a short 
time befi-ire the accident. 
They said that 
^Ir. Lydy saw tlio train appi-oaching on 
the north, 
or 
westbound 
track, 
and 
stepped across to the other track direct- 
ly in front of the oastbound train, which 
was an extra freight. 


]Mr. Lydy and family moved to Wells 
county in 1901 and he bought a farm 
oast of Kingsland. 
In 1906 Mrs. Lydy 
Avas killed by a train on the C. &. E. at "a 
point ahont a half mile east of thè place 
where her Inisband met his death.

The voiy lively and absorbingly 
interesting 
little 
fight against further encroaehment npon the residential 
sections of the Ninth ward by the liquor business has 
been terminated l)y the Avithdra\Yal of the application for 
license by which it was purposed to open another drink- 
ery in close ])roxiniity to the home of a citizen who ob- 
jected and who registered his objection in emphatic fash- 
ion. The result is a temporary tnice that constitntes a 
marked victor.y for the temperance sentiment of the ward 
that must be gratifying to all who believe the liquor busi- 
ness should at least be kept within reasonable bounds. 


But it as more than that—it is a demonstration 
of 
strength by the temx^erance sentiment in the Blooming- 
dale section that has been hitherto unsuspected by the 
liquor interests. We do not believe the "wet" adherents 
could have been brought to admit two weeks ago that 
there was in the ward so pronounced a sentiment against 
the business, or that it would have been possible within 
a few days to organize and crystallize this sentiment into 
a fighting force that it was necessary 
to 
recognize 
in 
order to avert the wiping of every saloon from the ward. 
Just how many more or how many fewer than the re- 
quired 775 names of legal voters to make the ward "dry" 
were firmly on the i-emonstrance circulated will perhaps 
never be known. The overtures of the liquor men for a 
compromise sc^ttlement of the fight luider an agreement 
whereby no further increase in the number of saloons was 
to be 
undertaken 
forestalled the filing of the remon- 
strance, Init there are many well-infomed men who pro- 
fess confidence that the signatures undisturbed by with- 
draw^als signed later were sufficient to make the ward ab- 
solutely "dry." 


The 
signipcant thing in the whole affair is the em- 
phatic hint ^\'hich the Ninth ward has given the liquor 
business in Fort Wayne. It has served definite and un- 
mistakable notice that the sentiment for decent considera» 
tion of other men's rights and other men's views must be 
recognized and respected. What has been demonstrated 
in the Ninth ward is most assuredly true also in other sec- 
tions of the city. It will be as prompth^ and as effectual^ 
demonstrated there ^^'hene^'er like conditions shall pro- 
voke it to action.

WaBhington, 
June 2.—The 
Sons 
if 
the American Revolution, at their re- 
cent convention in Washington, started a 
movement for the erection of a monu- 
ment to commemorate the ser>'ices to 
the United States of 
Admiral 
Francis 
Joseph Paul de Grasse, the French naval 
commander, 
Avhose aid 
made 
possible 
Washington's victory over Cornwallis at 
i^orktown, thus ending the Avar of the 
revolutibn. 


Admiral de Grasse, it has been pointed 
out by Ambassador Jusserand, of France, 
is the only 
foreign 
commander 
Avho 
helped this country in the revolution to 
w'hom no memorial has been erected. 
In 
speaking of him recently, the ambassa- 
dor 
declared that 
"nobody 
risked 
so 
much or did so much luiaided for the 
United Stiites as did De Grasse." 
The 
raonument 
most likely will be erected in 
Lafayette square, 
facing 
the 
wliite 
house, although 
Yorkto-\vn. 
Va., 
the 
Ecene"^ of the final battle, also has been 
suggested. 
Statues liavc been erected to 
Lafayette and Rochambeau, of France; 
V"on Steuben, of Germany, and Kosciusko 
and Pulaski, Polish officers. 


Propose Naval Monument. 


General Jamtes 
-Morris 
IVIorgan, 
of 
Washington, 
is the chairman 
of 
the 
De Grasse monument committee, and in 
his report General ]\rorgan states 
that 
"what is proposed is distinctively a naval 
monument." 


"This memorial.'' he adds, "should be 
e tribute to the Frp,ncli fleet and should 
eymbolize in some appropriate 
design 
the importance of adequate sea power in 
relation to shore operations, and include 
a certal figure of Admiral de Grasse, the 
responsible commander of the fleet who 
1B entitled in history to all credit for 
•what the fleet did." 


He points out that while one of the 
minor 
figures 
around the base of 
the 
Lafayette 
monument 
represents 
De 
Grasse, the others being 
Rochambeau, 
Count d'Estaing and Brigadier General 
da Portall, this constitutes no reason 
why there should not be a statue to Do 
Grasse himself, especially as the Lafay- 
ette statue does not show who the sec- 
ondary figures a 10, simply stating that 
it is to La.fayotte ¡ukI liis compatriots. 
There is, morcovpr. a spparate statun to 
Kochambeau in Lafayolto square.

land troops would have been able to com- 
Tcl the surrender of the British forces. 
To April, 17S1. De Grasse had defeated 
the British Admirals Hood and Drake off 
Port Royal Martinique: 
then he ciime 
up and blockaded the York and James 


rivers and landed 3,000 troops, "vvho co 
operated with American forces. 


The arrival of De Grasse brought th« 
revolvitionary war to a decisive stage. 
Washington, itho! had " been sCO-operating 
against General Clintoa» at "New York, 
withdrew his entire army southward to 
Virginia, where Lord 
Cornwallis, 
the 
British commander, was intrenched at 
Yorktown. 
Gradually 
the 
combined 
French and American forces cut off the 
British lines from succor or retreat, imtil 
in October, 1781, Lord Cornwallis surren 
dered his army of 8,000 men.

Health Board Refused to 
Permit Burial in a 
Front Lawn. 


CEREMONIES 
HALTED 


New York, June 2.— The 
board 
of 
health of Paterson, N. J., stopped the 
elaborate and expensive fimeral of Tuck, 
an English , bulldog, 15 years old, when 
the body was about to be buried with 
impressive ceremonies 
in the lawn 
at 
the home of Mrs. Caroline Crawford, No. 
427 Market street, Paterson. 


Although undertakers have been adver- 
tising fimerals at the cut price of $75 
which are sufficiently gorgeous to tempt 
almost any one to die'just to get one, 
Tuck's funeral cost several hundred dol- 
lars. 


Tuck originally was owned by Harry 
Lentz, Paterson manufacturer, who died 
ten years ago and left the dog to his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Crawford. His will ordered that 
$125 be deposited in a bank to pay the 
funeraf expenses for Tuck when he should 
die. 
In those days there was no cut- 
throat competition in the funeral busi- 
ness and $125 was considered an. inex- 
pensiA-e last rite. 


But in ten years the $125 increased, by 
interest accumulations, 
so 
that 
when 
Tuck died there was enough money in 
the bank to bury a lodge man of high 
degree. 


jVIfs. Crawford had a fine oak coffin 
made and on it was a silver plate which 
bore 
the 
inscription:: 
"Tuck 
Lentz 
Crawford, died May 3, 1914." 
It was 
lined with white satin and there was a 
pillow of eiderdown. 


Workmen dug a hole in the Crawford 
laAvn Avhile Mrs. Crawford and her rela- 
tives and friends Avere mourning over the 
bier in the house and this excavation 
caused t^lk that reached the board of 
health. 
^ATien the funeral procession was 
about to start from the house for the 
grave an officer from the board of health 
raised his hand and halted the solemn 
procession. 
He said it was contrary to 
law to bury animals within the city lim- 
its. 


After a hurried consultation carriages 
were called and the cortege moved in an 
easterly direction. 
Mrs. Crawford said 
when she had returned to her home that 
Tuck had been "fittingly buried in a Long 
Island, cemetery, but she refused to say 
which one, fearing it might cause trouble 
if it were generally known that a dog 
had been buried.

has intelligence enough to vote as sane- 
ly as a man, whether she has completely 
outgrown the period when it was for- 
bidden to girls to study the back part of 
the arithmetic with which their broth- 
ers 
were compelled 
to 
struggle, 
and 
whether she is now the equal—or su- 
perior--in brains of teh average college 
man of today, a series of experiments ia. 
being conducted 
in 
the 
psychological 
laboratories of .Johns Hopkins university, 
imder the direction of Dr. Knight Dun-- 
lap and his assistant, Miss Eftie Sauls- 
bury. 


Students in the senior classes at Hop- 
kins and at G ouch er college are the sub- 
jects \ipon 
which the tests are being 
made. 
Already tlip mental 
equipment 
of the average Hopkins man has been 
ascertained and recorded. 
Tests 
upon 
thet Goucher girls have been in progress 
for the last several days. 
Xone of the 
tests was made c(»mpulcory, but so keen 
is the interest of t\ie Goucher girls in 
making a good showing for their school 
and their sex that volunteers to take the 
test have not been lacking. 


Among the first of the young women 
to submit to the test was IMiss Madge 
Tliurlow, one of 
the 
recently 
elected 
members- of the. Phi' Beta society, the 
college aristocracy of brains. Miss ¡Sauls- 
burj-, the assistant to Dr. Dunlap, and 
herself a Maryland girl, a graduate of

The 
fan, knowing this player's number, would 
easily and instantly spot him the min- 
ute he came upon the diamond. 
Dickson 
also says that often the program 
says 
that Brown, Smith, Jones. White and Doe 
are the pitchers. 


There are a lot of fans, according to 
Dickson, who can't tell wiiich one is really 
pitching, 
but by the number 
system 
everybody would know without delay and 
arnoyanre. 
Dickson also says that ac- 
cording to the baseball managers it is the 
star 
player 
who is the drawing 
card. 
Diciison l>elieves that if the number sys- 
tem 
yere 
used the spectators 
would 
know^ who was on the bench as well as 
on the field and, thus know whether any 
stars were not in the game and exactly 
at what time such stars might be pressed 
into service. 


"I l>elieve that ball pla.yers the same 
as motor 
cars in a race 
should 
iiave 
their numbers," says Dickson. 
"Take for 
ex2,mple the National car No. S that won 
the 500 mile race. 
It Is _ a very simple 
matter to keep track of' the cars and 
their positions, how they drop out of the 
race by their numbers and even the un- 
initiated i-njoys' the race because of tlis 
simplified manner of getting next through 
the numbers.'

Home Demand for Domestic 


Edibles Nearly Up to 


Production. 


FEATURE IS STRIKING 


Washington, June 2.—With the home 


demand for domestic food stuffs almost 
equalling the production, the United 
States is not only reducing its exports, 
but increasing its imports of 
certain 


food stuffs. This is one of the striking 
features of a review today by the, de- 
partment of commerce of the foreign 
trade during the first six months under 
the new tariff. 


Figures show that imports of food 


stuffs in their natural condition, includ- 
ing food animals, increased from $117,- 
104,237 in the half year ended with 
March, 1913, to $143,421,536 during tiio 
corresponding period this year, and that 
imports of food stuffs, partly or wholly 
prepared for use, in the same period, in- 
creased .$97,744,421 to $100,0(17,378. The 
increase in importations of all food pro- 
ducts in the period named approximated 
:>ver .$30,000,000 or an average of $~i,- 
000,000 a month. 


Figures of exports are even 
more 


striking. 
Of crude food stuffs exports 


fell off more than fifty per cent., while 
prepared food stuffs also declined.

ports of crude food stuff fell from $115,- 
570,453 in the six months period, 1013, 
,o $65,483,787 in the corresponding per- 
iod this year and manufactured products 
from $180,007.422 to $11)2,022.1128.

Peters Box & Lumber company nnd later 
•worked in tho factory of the late Charles 
Pape. For several years following this 
ho was engaged iu various pursuits in 
Fort Wayne, establishing nn extensive 
wood'yard in that'city, which ho dis- 
posed Of in 1881.

The result is a temporary truce that constitutes a 
flmrked victory for the temperance sentiment of the ward! 
that must be gratifying to all who believe the liquor busi- 
ness should at least be kept within reasonable bounds. 


But it is more than that—it is a demonstration 
ol 


stl'ength by the temperance .sentiment in the Blooming- 
dale section that has been hitherto unsuspected by the 
liquor interests. We do not believe the "wet7' adherents 
could have been brought to admit two weeks ago that 
there was in the ward so pronounced a sentiment against 
the business, or that it would have been possible within 
•a few days to organize and crystallize this sentiment into 
a fighting force that it. was necessary 
to 
recognize in 


order to avert the wiping of every saloon from the ward. 
Just how many more or how many fewer than the re- 
quired 775 names of legal volers to make the ward "dry 
were firmly on the remonstrance circulated will perhaps 
never be known. The overtures of the liquor men for a 
compromise settlement of the fight under an agreement 
whereby no further increase in the number of saloons was 
to 
be undertaken forestalled the filing of the remon- 


strance, but, there are many well-infomed men who pro- 
fess confidence that the signatures undisturbed bv with- 
drawals signed later were sufficient to make the ward ab- 
solutelv "drv."

Only Foreigner Without 


Memorial. 


WAS

COMMANDER 


Washington, June 2.—The 
Rons if 


the American Revolution, at their re- 
cent convention in Washington, started a 
movement for the erection of a monu- 
ment to commemorate the services to 
tho United Plates of Admiral Francis 
Joseph Paul de Grasse. Ihe French naval 
commander, whose aid made possible 
Washington's victor}- over Cornwallis at 
Yorktown, thus ending the war of the 
revolution. 


Admiral de Grasse. it has been pointed 


out by Ambassador Jusserand, of France, 
is the only 
foreign 
conrhiander who, 


helped this country in Ihe revolution to 
whom no meniorial has been erected. In 
speaking of him recently, the ambassa: 
dor declared that "nobody risked so 
much or did so much unaided for the 
tniteil States as did DC Grasse."' The. 
monument most likely will be erected in 
Lafayette square, 
facing 'the 
white 


bouse, although 
Yorktown, 
Va., Ihe 


scene of Ihe final battle, also has been 
suggested. Statues have been erected to 
Lafayette and Rochambeau. of France; 
Von Stcuben, of Germany, and Koscittske 
and Pulaski, Polish officers. 


Propose Naval Monument. 


General James 
Morris 
Morgan, of 


Washington, is the. chairman of the 
De Grasse monument committee, and in 
his report General Morgan states that 
"what is proposed is distinctively a naval 
monument." 
. "This memorial." he. adds, "should he 
a tribute to the French fleet and should 
symbolize in some appropriate 
design 


the importance of adequate sea power in 
relation to shore operations, and include 
n ccrtal figure of Admiral de Grasse. the 
responsible commander of the fleel who 
is eulilled in history to all credit for 
what the fleet did." 


Tic points out thnt while one of the 


minor figures around the base of the 
Ijftfaj'ette 
monument 
represents 
De 


Grasse". the others being Rochambeau. 
Count d'Estainjj and Brigadier General 
da Portall. this constitutes no reason 
why there should not he a statue to D-

the British Admirals Hood and Drake off 
Port Royal Martinique: then he came 
up nnd blockaded thn York and James 
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rivers and landed 3,000 troops, who co- 
operated with American forces. 


The arrival of Do Grasso brought th« 


revolutionary war to a decisive stage. 
Washington, whoi had been co-operating 
against General Clinton at New York,

French.and American forces cut off the 
British lines from succor or retreat, until 
in October, 1781, Lord t'ornwallis surren- 
dered his army of 8,000 men.
